The most disastrous railway accident in the history of Alberta 
took place on Saturday evening at a point about 21 miles west of 
Edmonton on the Canadian Northern Railway, when an excursion 
train, loaded with trippers bound for a moonlight outing to Alberta 
Beach, collided, head-on, with a freight train proceeding in the 
opposite direction, 

As a result of the collision five passengers on the excursion train 
were killed and at least two more were so seriously injured that their 
sondition is highly critical, Besides these, twenty-two others were 
taken to the local hospitals, suffering more or less serious hurts, and 
aearly as many more people, who had experienced slighter injuries, 
were sent to their homes, 

Scene of Disaster. 

The accident occurred at 20 minutes to eight o’clock, at ‘‘Mile 
21,’’ three and one-half miles west of Villeneuve station on the Cala- 
00 Indian Reserve, on a curve, where the track is bordered with 
reavy forest growth which prevented the engineers from seeing each 
ther until it was too late to stop. Both engineers shut off steam and 
ipplied the air brakes; then, with their firemen, jumped for safety. 

The excursion train, which was composed of a baggage car and 
tive passenger coaches, being the lighter train, responded to the 
iction of the brakes and, according to the testimony of all witnesses, 
was moving so slowly as to have practically stopped when the colli- 
sion occurred. But the momentum of the freight train, being com- 
nosed for the most part of heavily loaded coal and lumber cars. 
sould not be checked so soon. 

Came Together With Awful Force. 

The two locomotives came together with awful force and, driven 
yack by the weight and impetus of the freight, the heavy steel bag- 
rage car forced the leading passenger coach back into that which 
‘ollowed. The floor of the front coach sheered right through the 
'ront vestibule and wooden walls of the second cvach, rising as it 
jid so until it was fairly on top. Then the roof of the second coach 
rave way, allowing the first one to fall through on top of the help- 
ess passengers who were penned in their seats, 

It was in the second coach that most of the casualties occurred. 
[he wonder is, to all who saw the shattered and splintered wreckage 
f the car, not that five were killed and g number injured, but that 
wy escaped with their lives at all., 

The two wrecked coaches were ‘‘colonist’’ cars of an old type, 
nade of wood and quite unfitted to stand the pressure when driven 
muck by the baggage car, a modern car of steel, against the remaining 
hree coaches of the train, which were also new and strongly built, 
‘he two in the middle crunched together like a couple of paste- 
voard boxes, while the others suffered but trifling damage.

Grinding Timber. 


(By Bulletin Staff Member on the Wrecked 
Train). 

Never before in the history of rail- 
Way transportation in Kdmonton has 
there been such & tragedy as that en- 
acted on Saturday night, when a ho'i- 
day crowd bound for a few hours re- 
jaxation and enjoyment, was thrown 
inte the presence of death and suffer- 
ing by a head-on collision, which was 
responsible for five deaths and a large 
number of injured, many being hurt 
very seriously, 

By a stroke of fate the Bulletin 
Was represented on the wrecked train 
vy & member of its own staff, and is 
uble to give a personal narrative of 
the dire happenings and some of the 
most sad features. Guy Deeton, who 
isa member of the Bulletin staff, was 
on the train bound to join his wife at 
Alberta Beach, and it fell to hig lot 
to occupy a seat in the second coach, 
where all of the fatalities occurred, 
Personally he escaped with some 
bruises and a severe shaking, but he 
tells a heart-rending story of the mis- 
fortunes of his fellow-passengers, 
There is one bright vein in the tale 
ind that is the magnificent fortitude 
ind courage displayed by the suffer- 
ers, both male and female, and the 
passengers in general. 

“It was splendid,” says the Bulletin 
man, “there Wag little screaming or 
hysterics, or undue excitement. After 
the shock everyone who was able 
scrambled out as best they could and 
immediately set to work to relieve 
those less fortunate, It was wonder- 
ful what was done, those who had a 
knowledge of first ald made the great- 
est use of it, their efforts only being 
curtailed by lack of material for 
dressings and bandages.” 

Rain Kept Many Home 

Proceeding to narrate the complete 
story of the wreck, the Bulletin man 
said: “There was a good load on the 
train, but owing to the rain which fell 


} about the time of starting many who 


intended to go out to the Beach for 
the evening abandoned the idea at the 
jast minute, They came to the depot, 
but as the storm threatened to con- 
tinue, allowed the train to depart 
without them, for which, doubtless, 
they thanked their lucky stars, Seem- 
ingly the majority of the passengers 
were those bound to spend the week- 
end with their families or friends al- 
ready in residence at the beach, anu 
many were loaded up with supplie 
which they were taking along.

Right and left people 
were felled and held down by the 
wreckage, What happened for a 


few seconds one could not say, as we 
were all mixed up in a confused heap 
There was some shouting and screama, 
but on the whole the passengers show- 


ed marvelous self-restruint, even at 
the worst moment, 
A Sorry Spectacle, 
“When the motion consed, a sorry 
spectacle met the eye, All around

Severe ..ervous Shopks, 

Mre, Wakeford and Mrs. Thompson, 
both of 9644 1038rd street, were to- 
gether and both were badiy shaken up 
and bruised but no bones were bro- 
ken. Their chief injuries consisted in 
the shock to their nervous systems 
and slight internal injuries. They 
were still rather dazed when seen at 
the hospital and were utterly unable 
to give any account of what happened 
to them. They were partly buried 
under the kindling wool into which 
the passenger car had been reduced. 

Miss Frances McDonald was with 
two other young ladies, Miss Vera 
Wilson, who was unhurt, and Miss L.

Miss McDonald was hurled into the 
air and then buried under the debris 
of the car, but had very little idea 
of how the accident happened. She 
wae in a semi-unconscious state for 
some time, but remembers being 
dragged out from under remnants of 
seats and ceéiling. “There was a jolt, 
and then a second later the whole 
“earth seemed to cave in,” she said, 
with a wan smile as @he lay in bed on 
the second floor of the hospital. “How 
I ever escaped as I did is a miracle, 1 
shall never forget it, especially as four 
people were killed close by me. They 
were not sitting together, but almost 
across from each other in the centre 
of the car, I was there, too, with two 
friends, one of whom was not hurt at 
all. Was that not strange?” 

Asked if she had noticed the train

Séveral sympathisersa asked her 
for her name and addreas but she did 
not appear to hear. Still crooning and 
muttering over her babes, she wan fi- 
nally led from the etation by a kindly 
citizen and takon to his home for the 
night until she could recover her bear- 
ings. A long line of street cars which 
had been in wating for several hours 
wae quickly filled with the slightly in- 
jured and bruised survivors and thei 
friends, while the big crowd aroun 
the depot graduaily thinned as many 
happy réuntons were followed by glad 
departures for home.

Amid 
the grinding of buckling cars and the 
roar of escaping ateam, he Worked 
vigorously in the relief of thesé pinned 
beneath the wrreckage. hen he ar- 
rived in Edmonton at 2:46 o'clock he 
waa soaking wet and plastered with 
mud from head to foot. 


Did Not Know of Accident 


One of the remaftkable things about 
the accident was the localization of the 
casualties to the first and second pas- 
senger coaches. In fact the people in 
the three rear coaches were most of 
them unaware that an accident had 
oceured for some timé, 

John H. Anderson, of 11248 69th at, 
Highlands, who was in thé rear coach, 
in describing his expefience said that 
the train was practically at a stand- 
still when a elight bump was felt. It 
felt exactly 4s thongh another car had 
been sQunted on to the train and Mr. 
Anderson gave no more attention to 
the matter until hé looked out of the 
window and saw several women with 
their faces covered with blood, on the 
embankment beside the track. Not 
until then did he realize that an acci- 
dent had occured.

observation balloons, which were shot 
down in flames. The British war of- 
fice admits that thirteen of the royal 
air squadron failed to return to their 
bases, The German war office asserts, 
however, that 36 British planes were 
shot down.

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“THRIPS” NOW 
ENEMY OF THE 
WHEAT CROP 


Discovered In Some Sections Of 
Eastern Alberta—Effect Like 


Hail Damage. 


“Thrips as another enemy of Wheat 
has made its appearance in the ecast- 
ern part of Alberta and has been 
found in the Sedgewick, Killam and 
Willow Hollow districts, Cases have 
been known of thrips attacking fruli 
trees, timothy and oats, but this is the 
first year its ravages have been 10- 
ticed on wheat. It is suspected that 
this is owing to the exceptionally dry 
weather that has been experienced, |t 
was at first thought tho grain had 
been damaged by hail but a close ex- 
amination discovered the presence ot 
the insect. How the result of its oper- 
ations was mistaken for hall is because 
the bug attacks the third joint of the 
wheat stalk, weakening it and with 
the next wind it falls as if struck b) 
hail. The damage to the crop in the 
districts menticned is estimated at 
from one to ten per cent. The “thrins’ 
in about as large as the eye of a very 
fine needle and is equipped for both 
sucking and biting. It is not nearly 
as dangerous as the Hessian fly, ai- 
though its effect is much the same, 
Donald Mackie, of the provincial agri- 
cultural department, and Prof, Tutler 
of the University of Alberta, have bee: 
visiting the districts affected and their 
examination has resulted in the bug 
baing identified. They convinced the 
farmers that it was the Insect and not 
the hail that had damaged thelr crop, 


SOAKING RAIN 
GREAT HELP 
TO FARMERS 


Materially Improve Conditions In 
Northern Alberta—Lack Of 
Moisture In South,

The fine soaking rain of Saturday 
and yesterday has materially helped 
out. crop conditions iu the northeroa 
part of Alberta, The area particular- 
ly benefitted was the city and its en- 
virous and the territory tributary to 
the E.D, & B.C. and A, & G.W. rail- 
ways. 

Rain fell in the Northland during 
the week-end and will cause the crops 
there to make more progress, Heavy 
rains are reported from several sta- 
lions along the E.D, & B.C, 

Near Smith the ground at one place 
was softened so with the rain that 
two or three coaches at the rear of a 
train on Friday slid off the track. No 
one was hurt and the only trouble was 
the getting the cars back on to the 
track. The passengers in the mean- 
time were transferred to other cars 
and proceeded on their journey after 
a brief delay. 

In the report issued by the the pro- 
vincial department on Saturday it was 
stated that a great deal of the crop 
was beginning to euffer from lack of 
moisture, particularly In tne south- 
eastern portions. Nevertheless an 
early rain, it was added would atill 
make an average crop, 

Bariy sown wheat in many districts 
is still doing well and will make a good 
crop. The whole sitauttos, however, tr 
very uneven and irregular, Haying i 
general and while short !n a few dis- 
tricts a good crop is being harvestea 
in many places. Roots anc vegetable: 
are doing remarkably well and a 
splendid yield of potatoes and vege- 
tables would seom assured. 

Reports by telegraph from eight 
points follow: 

Peace Hiver—Crops 
suffer for need of rain, particularly 
the late sowing. If rain comes soon 
however, 4 large crop wii! be harvesi- 
ed, but good advance has been made 
during the past week. 

Athabasca—Oats, wheat and barley 
well headed out. Barley commencing 
to ripen; rye commencing to turn 
color. Haying has begun. Rain is 
needed very badly. 

Stony Plain—Early grain doing 
very well; late seeding badly in need 
of rain, Haying progressing nicely. 
Potatoes and root crops colng splen- 
didly.

IN EDMONTON AFTER 
30 YEARS, PIONEER 
GIVES IMPRESSIONS 


Former Cowboy Came Here First 
In 1887 With Five 
Chums, 


Visiting Edmonton after an ab- 
eence of thirty years, N .L. Edel- 
man of Portland, Oregon, viewed 
with astonishment the panorama 
that rolled before him as he rode 
into the city ona C,P, parlor 
car over the high level bridge. 
Mr. Edelman was a cowboy in 
the carly days and his remem- 
brance of Edmonton was of the 
pioneer village with a few log 
houses and the old Hudson's Bay 
Fort, The removal of the fort he 
regarded with genuine regret for 
it was the one landmark which he 
was looking for, 

“T came to Edmonton tn 1887,” 
said Mr. Edelman to the Bulle- 
tin on Friday afternoon. “There 
were six of us cowboys and we 
had planned a trip over the coun- 
try almost to the Arctte circle in 
search of pasture lands.” 

The men left Edmonton in tho 
fall of 1887 with ponies for the 
MacKenzie river basin, They 
went as far as the falls on that 
river, below the mouth of the Hay 
river, spending a year in the coun- 
try. They did not find grazing 
land that appealed to them, how- 
ever. 

Mr. Edelman hae lived over 
half a century in the west, thirty 
years of that time being epent in 
cowboying. Three of his family 
are serving !n khaki, one has been 
killed and another wounded, His 
recent residence has been in Sas- 
katoon but he js seriously consid- 
ering going to the north country 
again to take un a hoine.

During consideration of the Con- 
scription Bill in committee of the 
whole in the House of Commons on 
July 12th the following discussion

(From Hansard) 

On subsection 2 of proposed new 

section 16: 


(2). Any person who by means 
of any written or oral communica- 
tion or by any public speech or ut- 
terance advises, urges or advocates 
that the men or any of the men 
mentioned or intended to be des- 
cribed or included in any of the 
clases hereinbefore mentioned shall 
contravene, disobey or refuse, neg- 
lect or fail to comply with all or 
any of the requirements imposed 
upon them by this Act or by regu- 
lations made thereunder or who 
wilfully resists, obstructs, hinders 
or impedes or attempts wilfully to 
resist, obstruct, hinder or impede, 
or persuades, induces or influences, 
or attempts:+to persuade, induce or 
influence any person or any body or 
class of persons to resist, obstruct, 
hinder or impede the due execution 
of this Act in any respect according 
to its true intent and purpose or 
for the purpose of obstructing, hin- 
dering or impeding the operation or 
administration of this Act to ab- 
stain from submitting for decision 
of proper tribunals claims of exemp- 
tion under this Act or the evidence 
available in support thereof, or in 
any manner whatsoever to embarass 
the Government or the minister in

the regulations thereunder shall be

When we 
discussed any other section of the Act 
which we did not consider applicable 
to conditions in this country, we were 
told it was the Act in England, or 
some place else. Now we are dealing 
with a section for the origination of 
which I velieve my hon, friend the 
Sclicitor Genera] (Mr, Meighen) and 
uty hon, friend the Minister of Justice 
«Mr. Doherty) claim to divide the 
credit between them. That being the 
case, and seeing that in no country in 
the world up to the present time has 
there been drast'c enactments of this 
kind,—I am sure if there had been it 
would have been referred to before 
now-—-I am in agreement with my 
bon. friend from South Renfrew (Mr, 
Graham), that it is entirely proper 
that when this Parllament is passing 
an Act it should take all reasonuble 
and necessary means to secure, not 
only the enforcement of the Act, but a 
proper respect for the Act in its en- 
forcement. So far as this provision 
soes, if in the wisdom of the Govyern- 
ment it is considered necessary to 
make such drastic provision as this, 
tnen I have nothing to say; but I 
think the Government takes upon 
itself a grave responsibility to say 
(hat in this supposedly free country, 
and at this date in the history of the 
world, it is necessary to impose a 
imitation upon the right of free dis- 
‘ussion such as we are told there is no 
precedent for in any other legislation 
my hon. friends have made them- 
selyes acquainted with, While we 
save a duty to perform i> the passing 
of suilabie legislation, and in regurd 
o the enforcement of that legislation, 
we also have a duty to perform in 
faintaining the right of free discus- 
jion in this country, and it is to be 
egretted that the experience we 
i1ave had in dealing with the cengor- 
hip which has hitherto been imposed 
das been along lines which certainly 
give reason for alarm to any perso. 
who values the right of free discus- 
sion or the common liberty of the 
subject, when it is proposed to put an 
enactment in these terms on the 
statute book, 

My hon, friend the Minister of Jus- 
tice insists that the words “or in any 
manner whatsoever to embaras the 
Government or the minister in the 
1dministration of this Act or the regu- 
ations thereunder,” do not apply to 
riticiam of the Government or of the 
=iister in the enforcing of the Act. 
Jur experience with the censorship 
would certainly compel us to believe 
-hat criticism of the minister or the 
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Government in regard to the adminis- 
tration of the Act would be interpret- 
ed as an embarrassment of the Goy- 
ernment and the minister, and would 
render the indiyidual liable to the 
penalties provided in this section, I 
am one of the vid-fushioned peopie 
who believe in. the right of free 
speech, who believe in the liberty of 
the subject, whd believe that there 
cannot be good administration and 
good legislation without fair and rea- 
sonable criticism; and I say the at- 
tempt to impose such a provision as 
this on the country under the excuse 
oft the existence of war conditions is a 
deliberate attempt to use those war 
conditions as a means of depriving the 
peop.e of Canada of a very consider- 
able share of that liberty for which 
thelr fathers fought, and for* which 
our sons are fighting today. 

Mr. Devlin: This is the first time, 
in my existence at least, that in this 
country I have been up against any 
law which would tend to limit the 
right of speech or the liberty of the 
press, It would be well for the minis- 
ter to go just as far'as ne possibly can 
in giving detailed cases of what lati- 
tude will be allowed to men to speak 
—for instance, members of Parlia- 
ment or political candidates to thei: 
electors, or any citizens, and how fat 
newspapers may go, Because, while i 
may have implicit confidence in tri- 
bunals, | have not always the greatest 
confidence in the world in Justices of 
the Peace, although they may be wel. 
meaning. 

Sir Robert Borden:, I think m) 
hon. friend will see that there Is ai. 
almosteinfinite variety of ways in 
which this section might be contra- 
vened, and that it would be absolutely 
smpossible, and more than that a 
aighly unprofitable task, to attempt 
to enumerate them here this evening. 

Mr, Oliver: » The Prime Minister 
has certainly put the case in a nut- 
shell, There. is ay absolutely infinite 
variety of instances in which the 
terms of this section might be con- 
travened, and the citizen left liable to 
serious punishment. We do not object 
to reasonable legislation to secure the 
enforcement of and respect for any 
law, but we do object to the use of in- 
definite and coraprehensive terms by 
the use of which innocent parties are 
made subject tasevere penalties. That 
is the meaning that I am compelled 
to take out of the reading of this sec- 
tion. The minister has seen fit tc 
read it in his own way. The way 
that I read.it is this:....- 


Any person who, by means of any 
written or oral communication or 
by any public speech or utterance 
or in any manner whatsoever, take: 
such action as will embarass the 
Government or the minister in the 
administration of this Act or the 
regulations thereunder, shall be 
guilty of un offence, 

Mr. Doherty: If the hon. member 
leaves out all that intervenes, the seg- 
tion reads in that way, but if he puts 
in all that intervenes, it reads as in 
the section. 

Mr. Oliver: I have some reasonable 
understanding of the English lan- 
guuge. I am an average man with an 
average knowledge of English, and 
the law should be so framed that an 
average man can read it understand- 
ingly. I understand it as I have reac 
it to the House, and I have every rea- 
s0n to believe that that is the under 
standing ninety-nine men out of a 
hundred would have in reading it. I! 
the minister does not mean that, he 
should not say that. 

Mr, Doherty: We does not, 

Mr. Oliver: Then he should not put 
'r words that may reasonably be read 
with that meaning. 

Mr, McKénzie: What the hon, mem- 
ber has left out is merely cumulative 
of his meaning. 

Mr, Oliver: Precisely. I have real 
the section as | interpret it, as I be- 
lieve it is intended to be interprete: 
and as I believe, of intent, it Is to be 
interpreted. 

Mr. Doherty: In that, the hon mem- 
ber is entirely mistaken, 

Mr. Oliver. Not ten minutes ago, I 
heard the minister announce to the 
House that this was to be used as a 
threat, Its importance wasin its pre- 
ventive capability as much as in its 
punitive capacity. Then, the minister 
surely must have used a form of words 
covering the possibility of severe pun- 
ishment, or there would be no threat 
in it. When the power ts placed in 
the hands of any authority, the ten- 
dency is to use, or even to misuse that 
power, and the more extensive the 
power, the greater the liability to mis- 
use it. Iam going to contend that 
such a law intended to terrorize the 
public from the use of free speech and 
from the employment of just criticism 
of matters of administration in which 
the people are concerned is not a law 
that tends to the well-being of the 
céuntry. On July 4, 1917, Lord 
Northcliffe, speaking to the National 
Press Club at Washington on the sub- 
ject of censorship said; 

The danger of a_ censorship is 
that it may be used to exalt incom- 
petence to impair effielency by hid- 
ing mismanagement, to weaken re- 
solution by exaggerated optimisn 
The dangers of misuse of the power 
of censorship are well known to 
those who know what we suffered 
from the hiding of the truth about 
the war for the first two years, 

That is merely in regard to the cen- 
sorship of the press, but this {s a sec 
tion involving the censorship of the 
pesple, the censorship of the right of 
free speech. I will not delay the 
House; I have placed my opinions be 
fore it as clearly.and as definitely «is 
I am able to do, and I wit! only tako 
the liberty of reading f°om the Or 
ange Sentinel of the 12th of July—

pears to my mind to be the impart of 
this particular enactmert.

He Is an 

autocrat after the pattern of James 

I, That morarch claimed the right 

by Divine appointment to suspend 

the laws of the country. He aimed 
not only to suspend the civil laws 
but the religious laws.

When William and Mary took the 
crown from Parliament, they ac- 
knowledged the supremacy of the 
people, and thus founded the first 
great democratic state among the 
modern nations, Upon the founda- 
tlon lald by William of Orange rests 
the present superstructure of the

the point where his grave now 
lies, and which overlooks the junc- 
tion of the Hart and Smoky Rivers 
with the Peace—and there await 
the first appearance of his outfits, 
which, from this point could easily 
be seen when miles distant. At 
the time of his death, which oc- 
curred at Grouard on the Lesser 
Slave Lake, he requested that If 
possible his body be removed to 
Peace River and laid to rest on his 
old favorite lookout point over- 
looking the junction of the three 
rivers, This wish was eventually 
carried out by Lieut.-Col. J. G. 
Cornwall, and his = grave is now 
marked by a granite monument in 
the shape of a tree stump bearing 
the following epitaph: 
H. F, DAVIS, 

Born in Vermont, 1820; died at 
Slave Lake 1893, 

Pathfinder, Pioneer, Miner, Trad- 
er. He was every man’s friend and’ 
never locked his cabin door,
